The French officials lay

Preaching before the Lord. Major 
at the Cathedral, Canon Barnes,,who 
is the foremost scientific thinker-In 
the Churoh of England, emphasized 
teh fact tha this coalescence is bound 
to proceed steadily as scientific meth- 
od—ita patient Induction and rea- 
(Jineas to admit divergent conception- 
al representation of observed facts. 
Its absence o fexaggeration, hostility 
to evasive language and abhorrence 
ol argument—exerts 
greater 
and 
greater influence upon religious or- 
thodoxy- 
It was when he attempted to 101- 
low this up by suggesting the line 
along which Christianity will probab- 
ly develop that Canon Barnes entered, 
some will think rashly, upon the most 
highly controversial part of his argu- 
ment. 
He foretold the coming triumph of 
what is commonly called the Low 
Church party and the defeat of the 
High Church party upou the ground 
that when evangelism bound up with 
an unsound cosmology was ousted 
by tractarianism, the latter adopted 
"a synthesis of religious ideas of Pa- 
gan origin combined with philosophic 
concepts now obsolete." 
"I believe," he added, "that we 


shall regain the evangelism of men 
like "Wesley and Simeon, but it will 
be combined with that outlook on the 
world which modern science has con- 
structed. 
, 


"Men 
of science can do much to 
help the community through the pe- 
riod of transition. They should show 
how in their minds Christianity and 
science interest, but It is unreasonable 
to demand that their language should 
be orthodox." 
One of the first things that Canon 


Barnes demands is that religion shall 
be taught at the universities with the 
same frankness, the same absence of 
unnecessary complication as students 
are accustomed to when they are be- 
ing taught science. 
Especially, in his opinion, do un- 


dergraduates resent the use of arch- 
aic language which they suspect of 
beiag used- in order to cloak dilem- 
mas and awkward 
reservations. 
Dr. Jacks is a leading lay theol- 


ogian and edits the "Hibbert Jour- 
nal." 
By insisting again and again 


upon the need of sincerity in religi- 
ous thought, he covered much the 
same country as Canon Barnes. 
He 
holds that both science and religion 
must give up defining their h'u!n- 
darleB, because neither has a boun- 
dary, but that religion win navc u. 
tear a leaf out of ihe book of science 
by abolishing, or at any rate curb- 
ing, oratory—"a malign influence." 


Having done with unreality and 


cant and making "back to reality" 
Its -motto, one of Dr. Jacks' 
wise 


nayings was: "A great deal of what 
1m now offered us as religion consists 
not of what is believed, but of some- 
thing that somebody wants us to be- 
lieve." 


After opening his address in sim- 
ilar fashion Sir Oliver Lodge let his 
wine take a wider sweep. 


Religion, he maintained, can coa- 


lesce with modern science, because-
